THE STAMPEDE 
General Rules and Regulations 


Adopted for the use of all official cowboy 
contests in the Dominion of Canada by the 
Canadian Cowboy Contest Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, of which the Macleod Stampede is a 


member, 
Special Notice 


All contestants must be attired in regu- 
lation cowboy clothes in order to compete 
in any stampede event. 

The ement assumes no responsi- 
bility for accidents to contestants or stock, 
and reserves the right to withdraw any 
contestant’s name and entry for any of the 
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following reasons, to wit: 

Being under the influence of intoxicants. 

Rowdyism. 

Quarreling with judges or officials. 

Not being ready for events in which they 
are called. 

Abusing stock. 

Failing to give assistance when requested 
to do so by arena director. 

Failing to ride in Grand Pageant and 
street parades. 

These rules may be changed or added to 
if the judges consider conditions necessary, 
and their decision shall be final. 


Bronco Riding 


Conditions.—Riders to draw for mounts 
and ride as often as the judges require. 
No saddle to be used that does not con- 
form with the Association saddle. Riding to 
be done with plain halter and one rein, no 
knots or wraps around the hand, no tape 
allowed on rein or stirrups. Pulling horse's 
head will be counted against rider. Rein to 
come up same side of horse’s neck as hand 
you ride with. Rider must hold rein at least 
six inches above horse’s neck. Horses to be 
saddled in chutes or arena as Management 
may decide. Tightness of cinch will be 
counted against rider. Rider must leave 
chutes with both feet in the stirrups and 
both spurs in the shoulders, must scratch 
front first five jumps, then scratch high 
behind. Rider must ride with one hand 
free and not change hands on rein. Chaps, 
spurs, saddle and boots to be passed on by 
the judges. Riders to ride without chaps 
in finals, if so desired by the judges. Any 
of the following disqualify the rider: 

Being bucked off. 

Changing hands on the rein. 

Wrapping rein around the hand. 

Losing stirrup. 


Not being ready to ride when called on to 
do so. 

Pulling leather. 

Failing to leave starting place with spurs 
in the shoulders. 


Touching horse with hand or hat. 


Calf Roping 


Conditions.—There shall be three judges 
(two time-keepers and the starter, and tie 
judge). All calves to be penned and any 
objectionable calves cut out. Calves to bi 
yviven dead line start, in accordance with 
arena conditions, and when calf crosses 
dead line and starter’s flag drops, he is 
roper’s calf regardless of what happens. 
Ten seconds for being over the dead line 
when starter’s flag drops. This must be a 
clean catch by the neck contest, no snarling 
allowed, loop must be turned loose. If calf 
is not properly caught in two minutes 
judges shall blow whistle and contestant 
shall retire. Roper must adjust rope and 
reins in a manner to prevent his horse from 
busting the calf. Any roper busting calf 
will be fined not less than ten seconds and 
not more than a minute, according to the 
wilfulness of the act and the time gained 
by it. Wilful violation of this rule dis- 
qualifies roper. 

Roper must cross three feet and tie in 
a proper manner. Calf to be turned over 
after being tied. Tie to be passed upon by 
the judge, and roper will not be allowed to 
touch calf after signalling for time, until 
judgment of the tie has been pronounced by 
the tie judge. Calf will be left tied down as 
deemed necessary by the judge to ascertain 
if tie is complete. If a calf is thrown while 
the rider is on horse, calf must be allowed to 
stand up before being thrown by contestant. 


Roman Race 
Conditions.—This race will be once 
around the arena each day. Assistant 
allowed at start, if desired. Riders to start 
at signal and rise to standing position 
within 75 yards of score line. Rider get- 
ting down from standing position after 
starting is disqualified for the heat, Rider 

may be either man or woman. 


Relay Race 

Conditions.—Each rider shall have two 
horses, in charge of not more than two 
assistants, each horse to run once around 
the track daily, changing horses and saddle 
each time, Rider to ride with saddle. Any 
kind of cinch allowed. Race to start with 
riders mounted. Riders to saddle, unsaddle 
mount and dismount unassisted, and must 
also draw for stations. Ten seconds fine 
for running through change station or for 
helper running out of station, except, 
if rider is thrown, helper may leave station 
to assist in catching horse. If rider is 
injured, substitute may ride, using same 
saddle, with permission of the judges, Not 
less than three strings to start daily. 
Horses having been used in one string 
cannot be used in another. No guaranteed 
strings entered. 

Bareback Bronco Riding 

Conditions.—Horses to be surcingled in 
chutes. Rider to ride with one hand, other 
hand to be in the air, Must leave chutes 
with both spurs high in the shoulders. 
Rider must have his own sureingle and be 
ready. 

Steer Riding 


Conditions—Steers to be ridden from 
chutes with surcingle. Rider must ride 
with one hand on surcingle and the other 
hand in the air; must leave chutes with 
spurs high in the shoulders. Rider musi 
have his own surcingle or rope and be 
ready to ride.

First $12.00; third, $5.00. 


1, Cows to be given 30-foot start. 


2. Contestant allowed one helper in this 


event, both men mounted. Contestant to 
rope and milk; assistants to hold cow only. 

3. The roper will catch the cow but not 
bust her. Roper must not tie his rope to 
sacdle. He may take his turns to stop cow, 
but must not bust her. Cow must be caught 
either arcund the horns or around the neck. 
If roper picks up a foot he must turn cow 
loose and catch her properly. 

4. After roper has caught cow in proper 
manner, his helper shall dismount and go 
down rope, catching cow by head or horns. 
Roper must then turn his catch rope loose, 
dismount and proceed to milk cow into pint 
bottle furnished by the Management. As 
soon as bottle is filled with milk he will im- 
mediately return on foot to the judges. 

5, Milkers must return to judges with 
bottles as soon as shot is fired. The one 
with the most milk will be first, the one 
with the second largest amount of milk 
second, and the next largest amount of milk 
third prize. All contestants must return 
bottles to the judges. 

6. If any contestant attempts to furnish 
any other bottle than that supplied him by 
the Management, or uses partly filled bottle 
with milk or colored water, he shall be 
barred from any contest on entire program 
for entire celebration. 

7. Cow must be milked standing up. 

8. Ill treating cow will disqualify con- 
testant,

COUNCIL MET PUBLIC 
UTILITY COMMISSION 


A delegation from the Town Coun- 
cil consisting of Mayor McDonald, 
Messrs. Swinarton, Day, Oliver and 
Brown, met the Public Utility Com- 
mission Wednesday with a view to 
passing the estimates for the year 
1924 and an application to refund the 
issue of debentures at a lower rate of 
interest. The mission of the delega- 
tion was highly satisfactory. The es- 
timates were passed substantially as 
drawn by the Finance Committee of 
the Town Council and permission was 
granted by the commission to make a 
new issue of debentures at forty-five 
ycars carrying interest at 4 per cent. 

The payments of principal are 
blended during the forty-five years 
and make a payment each year less 
than the annual surplus of the town 
over all expenses for each year dur- 
ing the last four or five years. 

The reduction of interest is a sav- 
ing to the town amounting to about 
$1,200.00 annually. The opinion is 
pretty generally favored that the 
granting of this application puts the 
town again on a_ sound financial 
basis. 

The Public Utilities Commission 
also agreed to have a Government 
expert engineer examine and report 
on the water system, and it may be 
that a large sum will be allocated for 
the purpose of fixing the water sys- 
tem, but this will depend upon the 
report of the engineer. Altogether 
the mission of the delegates was a 
highly successful one.

| Work of District Agriculturists 

Interesting features of the work of 
the District Agriculturals are men- 
tioned in the monthly reports of these 
representatives for the month of 
April received a the Department of 
Agriculture. 

One of the chief features of the re- 

ports is the great interest being 
shown in pig club work. This partic- 
ular work is under the supervision of 
L. T, Chapman of the department, and 
is particularly active in the Vegre- 
ville, Sedgwick, Olds, Grande Prairie 
;and Lethbridge district in the south. 
, M. L. Freng, representative at 
Lethbridge, speaks of having 52 mem- 
bers for his pig club, and 28 members 
feeding calves for the baby beef con- 
test at the Lethbridge Fair. Mr. 
Freng also tells of his work in assist- 
ing irrigation farmers in the new irri- 
gation district to get under way, and 
also states that he expects about 6,000 
|acres will be prepared for sugar beets 
next year in his territory. 

James Murray, representative at 
| Medicine Hat is concentrating on 
| work in connection with the growing 
area under corn and sweet clover, and 
|states that several new varieties of 
corn will be tried out this year. Sev- 
leral varieties of field beans are also 
being tested. Mr. Murray is laying 
the ground work for the first corn 
ahr to be held in Medicine Hat next 

all. 

F, W. Newcombe, recently appoint- 
ed representative at Vegreville, finds 
the interest in pig clubs very keen at 
that point. Holstin calves and beef 
calves have been bought for the dairy 
and beef clubs respectively, and about 
35 grade Yorkshires for the pig club. 

A. R. Judson, newly appointed rep- 
resentative at Grande Prairie and 
Peace River, is also getting the pig 
club work organized in his territory 
and will have at least one strong club 
going this fall. 

H. W. Scott, at Sedgwick, also 
speaks of the interest in pig club 
work, and mentions particularly the 
success of the farmers in his terri- 
tory have had in the winter feeding 
of steers, the net profits at Sedgwick 
ranging from $8.00 to $19.00 a head. 
Mr. Scott says that the creamery at 
Sedgwick expects to make about 200- 
000 pounds of butter this season.

ARTIFICIAL SILK 


On a talk on artificial silk given 
jover radio broadcaster K F A E re- 
cently, Miss Edna Irene Avery, who 
jhas charge of the Textiles work for 
{the home economics department at 
the State College of Washington, 
said: 

“Recently the newspapers announ- 
ced the death of a grent inventor. 
| They paid him scant notice, and yet 
Count de Chardonnet contributed the 
most far-reaching textile discovery 
that has been seen for thousands of 
years. For the first time in the his- 
|tory of the world a textile fibre has 
|been made by man. It was Chardon. 
}net who sought and found a way to 
put together artificially a little cel- 
lulose, some strong acids, and, by 
| adding alcohol and ether, make a fibre 
so beautiful that it rivals silk, and so 
has received the name ‘artificial silk‘ 
because made in a laboratory and not 
by nature’s laws of creation.

“Among the arguments for artifi- 
cial silk, are the facts that real silk 
turns yellow with age, while the arti- 
ficial remains white. Real silk rots 
with perspiration, and artificial silk 
does not. Artificial silk is not weight- 
ed with metallic salts as real silk is 
apt to be, and therefore outlasts the 
genuine fibre. F 

“The housewife’s only protection at 
present, perhaps, is to buy hose made 
by reliable firms and sold by reliable 
merchants. The labels should stipu- 
late either ‘real silk’ or ‘artificial silk.’
